Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument are not persuasive to 
overcome the the rejection. In Comiskey, the combine mental processes with machine elements is a only a second aspect for statutory. 
The first aspect also requires the claim to claim a practical application. Further, changes in values of electrical signals inside a computer 
are not considered a transformation of an article or physical object to a different state or thing that accomplish a practical application, and 
reciting a computer performing a mere calculation or manipulation of data does not render the claims statutory. See. Gottschalk v. 
Benson. Therefore, the claims, even if amended as proposed, are still directed to non-statutory subject matter as the claimed invention 
fails to accomplish a practical application.
